Parifhes and Diftri&s, would you return 
into one GENERAL, the Store that Pro- 
vidence has laid up for us; if I have any 
Guefs at-the Nations Stock of Cora, we 
need not ave DEARTH and PLENTY 
thus haunting us continually. 

And if you really find this Plenty, asT 
am very pofitive you moft, it will then ne- 
ceflarily foew to enquire, what is che 
Reafon of the Dearnefs of Price ? I know 
the immediate Anfwer——-— And for this

They carry it 
all away to the Dutch—and the Dutch eat 
ovr Bread out of our Mouths— And this 
muft pafs for the Grievance fo currently,

-other Reafons————_ I'l] tel you a Story— 
There’s a Man falls off from a Scaffold into 
the River, andafter a great Deal of Diffi- 
‘culty to recover him, he is taken upagain, 
tho’ as Dead— All the Neighbours come 
about him, aod all poffible Help is got to 
recover him, but in vain, the Man to all 
Appearance dy’d, and every Body faid he 
was drowned— At laft, upon a more {kill- 
ful Perfon’s Enquirv, it was found, the 
Man’s Neck was diflocated, or.as we fag, 
his Neck was broke with the Fall, having 
firuck againft the Bottom ——~ Upon -an 
'g nmediate and regolar Extenfion, the Man 
recover'd, having not been long enovgh 
under Water to be ftrangled_p- And 
this Notion of his being drowned was re- 
ally the moft dangerqus to him, for had it 
‘eontinu’d a tittle longer, the Man had beea 
oft.

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Diftemper, if you will fearch for it, and 


recover all again— ’Tis not your export- 


ing the Corn, “cis not the Want of Corn at 


home; the Quantity of Corn now in this 


Kingdom is immenfe and incredible, you 


cannot export to hurt you--you have — 


enough for the Dutch and your felves, and 
may keep open your Ports without Dan- 
ger; ‘tis alla Jeft, a Fraud of our own 
upon our felves, in fhort we are ftock-jobb'd 
out of ourCorn—’tis a new. fafhion’d Trade, 
or indeed am old One reviv'd, of railing 


Prices upon meer Report——frighting us — 


with Shadows, and Corn-jobbing the Na- 
tion, to trick them out of their Money- 
It is allow’d,that there is a great Demand 
or Corn abroad, particularly in Hollind and 
4l, not tofay France 3 and theHarveft 
which in the North of Britain is not yet 
quite over, prevents the People threfhing 
out great Quantitiesem——_-_ This makes it 
be crav’d ia the Markets—and every thing, 
that has more Buyers than Sellers, rifes in 
Price Thus far Nathre—Bot then 
comes ia Artifice to help out—The money’d 
Men forefeeing the great Demand abroad, 
buy up great Quantities, and lay it by for 
a Market 5 Thefe we call Engroffers: Others 
goa the Farmers Houfes, and they 
contra& perbaps tor all rhe Corn they have 
in their Stacks or Barns ; and fixing a Price, 
or leaving the Price.to the Market-Rate, 
at the Time of Delivery, they bargain to 
take it away as faft as itcan be gotten outs 
and thefe we call Fore-ftalers, becaufe. they 
fore-ftall the Market, and prevent its belbg 
brought to.epén Sale Againft both 


thefe we have ftanding Laws, and our Ju- 


ftices may eafily find out Ways how to pu- 
nifh them. There are again rich Farmers 
and Landlords, who forefeeing a Scarcity 
of Corn,-let it lie for a Price, ‘and will not 
threfh out their Corn in Hopes of a dearer 
Time; and this we call With-bolding, and-in 
Time of great Scarcity, the Jaftices may 

force fuch’to bring their Corn to Market. 
Let thefe People now he dealt with accor- 
ding to Law, and we fhall foon {ee the Price 
of Corn fall in fpight of Exportation, and 
not: 
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potwithftanding all the great Demands of 
our Neighbours——__. 

But O the great Rains! e——- It was a 
very notable Inftance, how eatily our wife 
People in London are impos’d upon; it 
rain'd exceflively the Middle and latter 
End of September for ten or twelve Days, 
generally {peaking —.. And upon this the 
Price of Corn rofe moft intollerably ——— 
Let us examine the Senfe of it; all the Har- 
veit rouod London for 100 Milesevery way 
was carry’din, and the Danger from Rain 
all over-——~- The Winter Seed-Time over, 
the Coro moft in the Ground and ‘out 


again How could the Rain be a Reafoh 


for raifing the Corn ? — If it be alledg’d, 
that io the North the Harveft was not in— 
I grant ic; but I ama Witoefs againft ye 
‘all there—— For being in the North, Ycan 
afflure ye, that there they have had very 
little Rain, but have a very feafonable 
Harvefi— What then can all this be ? — 
It is al nothing but the Fraud ard Cunning 
of the Buyers, who make Cockneys of the 
People in London, and make them bélieve, 
Rain at Michaelmas thould make Corn 
dear—and'run them up to what Price and 
upon what Pretence they pleafe. 

And: indeed yon Gentlemen of London, 
you have fo infe&ed the whole Grois of 
our Commerce with the Plague of Stock- 
lobbing, that the Contagion is ettended 
even to thefe moft neceffary Articles of 
Life—— How long have the Hop-Traders 
been all Jobbers ? And the whole Trade of 
Hops is now in a Manner carry’d on by the 
Bear-skin Method, Buying and Selling the 
Hops that never grew, and ballancing by 
paying the Difference——~ And how many 
Load of Hops are there bought and fold 
every Year at Canterbury, more than all 
the Hop-Grounds in Ea/t Kent can produce! 

Coals is the next Articles and this is a 
new Step the jobbiog Trade has taken, and 
the Lighter-men and Crimps are our Coal- 
Jobbers ; here they make ufe of all the 
Stock jobbing Villanies imaginable, avd the 
Romelands at Billinfgase begins to fhew 
her felf one of Exchange-Alley’s Baftards. 

ere fham Reports of the Coal Fleets 
aving. met wich aStorm,.or of great Num- 
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of Want of Coals ia the Yymes an Account 
of 1co Sail come in, when there’s 00 Sail, 
and tbe'reft kept back down the River to

Theo when the Price falls, and-the Ships 
appear, then buy up 30, $0, 6o Ships of
